The House of CQinmohsV .by:- a'ivote ~ of 
349 to :134-.pass^vtlie-.re^olUtion:o£ 
mier Asquith to' lhe'effe(5t' that"ln" ' re^- 
Jocting the governmerit's budget blllf- 
the House of Lords had committed ;av 
lireacli of tlie constitution and usurped- 
the rights of the House of Commons. 

Arthur Hcnder';on, leader of the La- 
bor party in the House of Commons, an- 
nounced tii.tt the government would 
liavo the whole-hearted support of the 
Laborltes. - ■ 

Meant aa Protest 

The object of his resolution. Premier 
.VsQuiUi explained, was to make a 
promiiL i)rotest against the whole pro- 
(-eedings of the Lords In regard to tlil.s 
matter. The members of the House of 
Commons need not be nshanied to lie 
c-.illed pedants if they used the same 
means as had llicise who in the past put 
an end to tho domination of the crown 
in order to put an end to usurpallon on 
the: part of the Lords. He' contended 
tliat there was not' a single clause In tlie 
budget which was notyreleyant to the 
matter of raising revenues. If the con- 
tention of the Lords that in rejecting 
the budget they were only referring It to- 
the people held good, no Liberiil govern- 
ment would be safe. They might have 
lo refer all taxes to the people, and the 
Lords would have power to advise the 
King to dissolve parliament. ; 

After quoting autthorities in favoi*' 
of his contention that the commons 
had the exclusive right to determine 
tlie matter of taxation and expendltt- 
ure. Premier Asquith concluded: ^ 
"When democracy voted for a Llberil 
government the dormant second cham- 
ber awolie from its slumbers and nul- 
lified the work of tho House of Com- 
mons. 

"We shall ask the House by ilts vote 
and wo sliall ask tho constituencies at 
the earliest jjossible ^moment, to de- 
clare that tlic organ for tho vo^ce of 
free iieople ot this country to be 
found in itlie accredited representatives 
of the nation." 

Tile govornrnenl'.s resolution was 
presented in tlio words in wliicli no- 
tice of it was given, and In substance 
is as follows: "Resolved that tlie ac- 
tion of itlpa House of Lords in retus- 
in.g to iia.ss into law the financial jiro- 
visions made by this cliamber for the 
expenses of tlie year, w.as a breach of 
the cou.stitutioii iiiid a usurpation of 
tlie rIg'lUs of the House of Commons^" 
Mr. Balfour's Views. 

Following itlie Premier, .\. J. B.alfour 
strenuously defended tlie action of the 
Lords, who lie said luui a clear convic- 
tion of their powers. These wore not 
excessivi\ and efforts made to curtail 
them jiartook of pettiness in cliaractcr 
and were exit roniely inconvenioiit to 
the public inlteiest. In declaring that 
the constituencies should lie consult- 
ed they had not gone beyond tho func- 
tions v.-hieh slxnild be left to Itho sec- 
ond clia-niber, he said, 'l''hough tho 
reference of the hills to tho country 
by till' Lords was rare, tlioir oppon- 
eiits had no right tn la.^■ claim to tills,, 
rar;"y as showing that the power of', 
the iiiqier eh;iinber In tills respeCt 
shmild r.-ill into desuetude. 

in the course of his reniark.=!, Mr. 
Balfour saiil lie hoped that the In- 
stances when tlie Lords referred sucli 
a iiuestioii to the country would lie 
niofU rai-e. Ho also hoped that the 
Lords would iiovor abandon the osacn- 
tial point of . the . .controversy, which 
was whether the Lords, in declaring 
that the conatituencios should be con- 
sulted, had gone beyond tho functions 
which ought to bo left to the second 
c'/inmber, however rarely they might, 
deem it proper to exercise them. That 
was a ijoint which tlio country woiild 
have to decldi'. ^Tlie old radical view 
was that after three years tlio Govorn- 
ineiit liad no mandate to do controver- 
sial worl{. If the tlovernmunt was re- 
turned, the question would ))e settled, 
and the budget, .Mr. Balfour presumed, 
wmdd be ii.-issed without altoration. It 
was erroneous to confound the pro- 
cess of rejecting a bill with itho pro- 
cess which the Lords had pursued in 
tills Instance. Their course had been 
strictly in nccnrdanco with the wholu 
theory of the second chambor, and his 
bolinC was that the country would (ako 
the sitmc view of the ' matter. ■ ' ,

B, C, IN THE SENATE, 

One of the matters relating to this 
proi'inop that will call for oarlv con- 
sideration is its repreaentatlon in tho 
Son.ite. The population of British Co- 
Imnbin, when the Cen.sus of 1911 is 
taken, will doubtless be found to ox- 
ceea' that of JJew Brunswicltj naver- 
theless the latter province has nine 
senators, while wo have only three. 
This dlsprojiortion will liavo to bo 
ri-niedled in some way. Wo are aware 
that population was not tho hasfis of 
senatorial representation in the first 
place, but so great a disparity between 
the membership from this province and 
timt from tho ea.stern provinces can 
hardl.N be allowed to continue without 
protest. We estimate that when the 
new census is taken it will be found 
that there will he one senator to every 
P.I.OOn people taking- the Dominion as 
ii whole, aiul it will iiardlj- be eriiiital)lo 
to p'jrmit one province, like I'rince Kd- 
ward's Island to have one for every 
33,000, or New Brunswick to have one 
for every 40,000, while British Colum- 
bia will have only one for, possibly, 
e\-ery 120,000. Needless to say, wo do 
not speak of this matter In any spirit 
of oduiplaint. No one is to blame for 
it. It has simply come about in that 
way. If the promise of the present 
is fulfilled in the Immediate future the 
dispro|>ort inn aga insl this province will 
be even greater than is estimated 
above. 

The question involved is not without 
diffieiilties, for the senatorial i-epresen- 
lation i>r tlie eastern Maritime Prov- 
inces was tho result of a pre-Confod- 
cratlon agreement, and therefore the 
only way to adjust matters under tlie 
existing system is to increase the num- 
ber of British Columbia senators. The 
observations made herein will also ap- 
ply In some degree to the Prairie Prov- 
inces. The difficulty will arise from 
the fact that as soon as Sir Wilfrid 
Lauricr takes up the subject he will 
precipitate llie whole question of sen- 
ate reforni, wliieh is somethiiiB tliat no 
one seems ready to deal with, althougli 
every one admits that It must receive 
consideration at an early day. 



A BOARD OF CONTROL. 

A fe.w months -"ago many people In 
Victoria were discussing the advisa- 
bility of constltutipg a Board of Con- 
trol In municipal matters, and there 
.seems f.o be a growing sentiment in its 
favor. Recently nothing has been said 
about it publicly, but it i.s a question 
that might be considered with advan- 
tage. Montreal adopted tlie plan after 
a heated contest. At pre.sent there is 
iHi st;itutoi-.v machinery In provide foi- 
the appointment of such a board, and 
we venture to suggest that during the 
forthcoming session of the Ilou.'ie .i 
measure might 1 •- introduced autbori-/,- 
Ing lilies tri ad.ijjt the plan wlienevcr 
the ratepayers may ."!0 decide.- 

There is a very general dissatisfac- 
tion with the oy'sting system of muni- 
cipal goveniment. Ji does not .catisfv 
anyhoil,\-, tb'ise wbn .irc iidininlFl'Tiiig 
It least of all; for eveiy member of the 
City Council- knows quite as well as 
his critics that he is unable to give 
that attention to the business of the 
city wliicli ilH i riiporlaiic(> demaiids.

NAVAL DEFENCE. 

The Toronto "Weekly Sun. wliicii 
st.cles it.self "an independent journal 
f<ir farm and ho'nie," is very outsiiol';- 
en in its eondeinnatiOH Of the proiiosed 
naval policy of Canada. It Is glad 
that the amount' to be exiiended is nott 
ar. great as at one time seemed likely 
but it says the sum involved is im- 
material. What it objects , to is lllu; 
principle, and this it claims is likely 
to endanger our friendly relations 
with tlio United States, and Involve us 
in what i'X terms "the inin-ioral and 
ultimately disastrous two-power idea." 
It takes llie position tluit tho govern- 
ment has had no mandate from the 
people to embark in naval expendi- 
ture, and It asks every one to sign a 
petition tliat is l>elng widely circulated 
liroti'sling against .sueh action. Tho 
j etition sL'ts forth the aboVe reasons 
for delay in aetiiiR upon ithe resolu- 
tion of- hist session, and further de- 
cIurcM that no constitutional means 
(-•.\ist whereby the iieople of Canada 
c;m h;i\-e a \-oice in the declaration of 
war, Ithe' conduct of hostilities or tho 
concluBion of peace. 

It seems to us that this Is to beg 
the whole question. I^uslied to their 
logical concluslcjii. tlie Sun's argu- 
ments would close every naval ship- 
yard In the Empire and dlsHuantle ev- 
ery ship of war. In other words tho 
richei't and tlie ino;-t extensive em- 
pire in all the world would jilace It- 
self in a position wdiere It would ha 
helpless against any foe. If a two- 
power standard la immoral, any stan- 
dard would be immoral, and unless the 
r;niplrc Is to be wholly undefended, 
the component parts of the 
I'.'mpire must !)■■> pre|)ared to do tlieir 
share in its defence. This seems so 
obvious that we cannwt see how any 
one can hold a contrary conclusion. 
We admit at once that, If the ITnileU 
Slates wiis in a poKition to do so, it 
\soul(i take care iliau no foreign iiow- 
ir should ever possess itseli of r.in- 
ada; but If this is to bo the p(]|ic.\- of 
tlie noaiinion let lis be honest about 
it and ask- our neiglit'ors to take us 
into the Union ao ithat we can con- 
tribute our share to the cost of our 
own defence. it seems to us that 
< '.'inada has only t-wo alternatives lo 
choose between. One of ithem Is con- 
tribution lo the defence of the Kmpire 
of vvhich it is a member, and the eth- 
er, eontrilnition tc the defence of tho 
rnited Staites of which In that case It 
ought to becoime a member. We thlnlc 
most Canadians will prefer the for- 
mer.

Readers of the cable despatches 
ought to bear in. mind that the loading 
newspapers of London are almost all 
in sympathy with the. Conservatives, 
This fact makes It quite Impossibla 
for people outside of the United 
•ICingdom to get an Impartial view 
of events as they transpire. This 
is a source of weakness to tho Lib- 
erals in one sense; but we may be 
sure that the fact will be made tho 
most of by them for they will claim 
that the great newspaper owners aro 
themselves members of the class, that 
Is fighting for tlio preservation of its 
privileges. 

It is almost too much to suppose that 
popular demonstrations that may take 
place between now and the New Ye;ir 
inay change the attitude of tho Lord.s 
and lead them to reconsider their ac- 
tion. This is a possible outcome of 
the situation. If the popular protest 
is as ~ strong as some of tlie Liberiil 
leaders evidently expect It to be and 
as seeins lo bo the object of the Lib- 
eral organizers. Lord Lnnsdowno may 
accept It as a sufficient Indication of 
the attitude of the people to ask hid 
supporters to reconsider their position. 
It Is not. however, lo be talten for 
granted that because the prorogation 
Is to January 17th, there may not be a 
dissolution in the meanwhile. A mere- 
ly formal iirorogation is usually for 
forty days, (if cour:'e the House can be 
dissolved 111 aii.\- lime, the date to 
whlcij Purllanieiit Is prorogued liavlng 
no bearing upon the matter at all.

The statement of provincial revenue 
for tho past fiscal year )ias just been 
completed at the Trofisury Department 
and, while precedent forbids the giv- 
ing put of any detall.infQrmatlon until 
tho retiirii in Its entirety '. hf»a been 
laid before Parliament, this much may 
bo disclosed — that the .rihowlng Is by 
far the most satisfactory In the entire 
history of the ))rovinco. With a credit 
at tile bank of upwards of live and a 
half million dollars, and tho healthy 
conditions of revenue exhibited by tlio 
Just-eompleted statement, there can Ik; 
iii> quostion as to the eminently satis- 
factory condition of provincial money 
mutter.s. 

Paradoxical as it may seem, the 
statemont for the Just jiast llscal your 
is in reality a statement for but nine 
months, the amended provincial rev- 
enue act of 190S having gone Into force 
and effect, and the llscal year being 
thereby re-delined. In tho past the 
custom has been to divide the llscal 
year of British Columbia at the end of 
June. Experience has shown It more 
practicable, however, to end the pro- 
vincial business year with the month 
of March, and this will henceforward 
be the rule. Tho fiscal year will (ex- 
tend froni April 1st to March iUat, the 
new order being Initiated with the 
present set of pubic accounts.

Production lii 
tho Kootenay is considerably below tho 
standard requirements of the smcllor 
and It is therefore, natural that the 
company should endeavor to acquire a 
largo shipper' on Uio outside. 

The Ikeda ore hus a wide range In 
value, and also curries more sliver onil 
gold than the ores of the Rossland 
camp, — tho recoveries of all tho metals 
would be higher. On the other hand tho 
cost of working would differ very Ill- 
tie as the tkeda deposit outcrops to the 
surface, and is of great thickness. It 
will give a valuable Impetus to coast 
mining If the deal goes through, and 
tho most gratifying feature will be the 
certainty of thorough development by 
the most scientific methods. Hitherto 
no company with tho resources of the 
Canadian Mining and Smelting company 
has operated at the coast except tlto 
Tyee Copper company, and If anotiier 
profitable venture in copper can bo es- 
tablished it will bo the prelude to many 
m(jre.

.lobn B. Hobson. The sbai»ho|"4er9 were' 
.-ilmost entirely dire(;tors of ' th'6" C. P. 'fll 
and their personal friends. In spite, 
however, of every effort they have been 
confronted with a series of disappoint- 
ments, ^all tlie more galling because^ 
there has n^ver been a doubt as td tho 
richness of the gravel, but year after 
year they have been tantalized with 
sliortncss of water, and the washing 
iiperatlons have in some yesrs been lim- 
ited to less than a month.

A little more tlian a month from dato 
the statistics of mining operalions in 
the Kootenay for tho current year will 
be available, meanwhile it iS'possiblo 
to Cor&cast the general tenor of the re- 
port which will sho>y a slightly dimin- 
ished production, 'i'his is mainly duo 
to the low price which lias viovalled In 
the general market and the comparative 
failure to establish a market for zinc. 

When the lead bounty was granted 
live years ago tlioro were not a few 
mining men who doubted whether it 
would prove to bo a permanent success 
In building up the industry. Tho,se who 
have studied the question most closely 
were convinced that the bounty would 
full to do for the lead Industry of Cnii- 
uda what the protective tariff had done 
for that of the t/nited States, and tho 
result has fully Justified their antici- 
pation. 

American producers of lead are able 
to realize in theli own market approxi- 
mately two cents per pound more tliiiii 
Canaillan pniducirs can rcali-.a' any- 
where, thanks to the effective tarUl' 
wall which our enterprising iiel.glibor.y 
have put up. Tlio chief factor- In de- 
feating tlie establishment of a (Janndlan 
tariff was the strenuous opposition of 
the paint manufacturers In the easi:

From this -standpoint -the proceedings 
in . connection i'„wlth.'>tho . -lato. latnentaljlo 
explosion yih ' the ' ISxt^nslon ralnb were 
highly satisfactory,' 'A thoro-jgjt - and 
searching inquiry was' inslitutod, and a 
verdict' returned •which' not- onlyi met the 
judicial requirements, of tho case but 
ad'dod a''riuhiib'&''r';,o£"yaltJabl^ . suggestions 
looking ' tp^'iHo-i''greate'r safety of tho 
mine, and the' protection of htimnn life.

Tho directors of the Nippon Tusen 
Kalslia, when tho new Japanese sub- 
sidy lows went Into effect, decided to 
rearrange their fleets nni) . to take ad- 
vantage of the old subsidy liiw in tlio 
transpacific trade, and transfer all tho 
ne\y steamers, and tho.se built less than 
ten years ago, to the European route. 
The n^yy ^Vbsldy arrnnKement i)rovides 
for paytnent of subventions only to 
vessels built less than ten years ngo, 
while under tlie old laws vessels built 
many years prior to that were aljlo to 
henent. Pertnlsslon was given the

The Japanese line, as stated, will

The' steamers to be 
used are the Awa Mani, Sanulti .Maru, 
Inatia .Maru, and 'I'amba Maru. 'J'he. 
tour \'essels are of a similar tyjie. ona, 
the Awa Maru, having been built in 
Japan liy tlie Mitsu l?islii Dockyard 
compnny, of Naga.raki, and the otherH 
In England, one, tlio Inuba Maru, by 
D. & \V. HenderHOn, and the other two 
by Napier Shanks & Co., of Glasgow.

Coal oil ■ tins are 
found in nearly every Indian canoe and 
are used for everything from the stor- 
i age of provisions to moko-shlft stoves, 
and sacks of flour and boxes of apiilcs 
arc chief among the purchases of In- 
dians. 

Tho rinding of the wreckage at Pa- 
chena would seem to indicato that a 
cnnoc load of Indians have been lo.st.

bia coal as can he handled owing to the 
continued strike of the Australian eoul 
miners v.-tio are still out from seven of 
tho largest mines in tlie Antipodes.

A prodi- 
gious (luaiitlty is carried every year 
from the New South Wales port to the 
west coast of South Anierira and 1o 
still inoic distant markets.

NEW PROBATE LAW 

County Judge Grant Discusses Imme- 
diate Necessity of Provincial 
Legislation. ■ 

Strong romments were passed in the 
connt>- court at Vancouver recently by 
Judge Orant on tlie W(!akno[;scs (it- 
tendlng the administration of probate 
ill this province compared with others 
in the Doininlon, no provision having 
been made for the winding up of 
estates, while tlie ,|iidges are expected 
to do work wliicli in tho other prov- 
inces is met by a sijccial appointment, 
'The apiillcation made by Iitr. C. N. 
llaney related to an Insolvent estate 
but the estate itself was not seeking 
letters of administration. 

"In New , Brunswick," said .Tudgc 
Grant, "the province appoints its own 
comity court judges .and pays for their 
v;ork. The same is true of the province 
of New Brunswick and I think of 
Prince Edward Island which either ap- 
point their own judges or pay them. 
In this province, with the money rot- 
ting in the treasury, tliey ask the 
judges of tho supreme court and tho 
county court to do, work of'this nature, 
with a law thafno person can work 
out because they' hiive the same con- 
ditions here that they had In Ontario 
for years. You can get the machinery 
started tout there is nothing to wind It 
up. If there Is one thing that ougltt lo 
receive tho attention of our legislature. 
It is the law in relation to tlio admi.i- 
lstratlon.-of' estates. - . 

"As l-say It is 'not a , part-that really 
belongs, to"' lis. Wo 'are not paid for !t 
and I . don't enter upon'' work of that 
kind with a great amount of enthusi- 
asm. It might be well to call the at- 
tention of the legislature to the state 
of the administration of estate in the 
province and the necessity, not q£ 
atnondnicnts, because there is prac- 
tically nothing to amend, but of legis- 
lation." '

This wag on l\Ion- 
day last. Jt is hard to boUevo that on 
Wednesday in spite of my protests tlio 
city workmen were again busy with 
wagonloads of earlli from llie cause- 
way and succeeded In again burying 
the grating under four feet of earth. 
Cn Tuesday jifternoon tho flro engine 
was sent round tc pump out the man- 
hole in front of -Mr. Booth's jiUice and 
after mucii ■-iu''o gave a good imitation 
of an engine pmnplng for about ten 
minutes, stopping sharp on five 
o'clock. On AVednesday this perform- 
ance commenced iigiiin and might have 
been going yet had not some busybody 
while poking round with an iron bar ;ii 
the man-hole, dislodged a board that 
had been placed over the exit by the 
man who built up the man-hole in 
September.' In an hour the premises 
were clear of water. 

Yes, I know it was a heti-vy rain but 
I reply that these premises were flood- 
ed by tho stoppage of the . surface 
drains by city workmen, one of tlnmi 
when the sidewalk was built, and by 
the overflow of five sower connections 
ill neigliboring lots, which were put in 
at the same time and imperfectly 
capped, though they, too, presumably, 
passed inspection. And this, too, il- 
lustrates the universal muddle of onr 
englneering department. The newagi; 
system of Victoria was deslgm-d 
.Mr. Muhiin, as a separate system ile- 
sigued to carry only sewage and iias 
been dcliborately converted into a 
mixed system and called on to cairy 
waste water, though totally Inadefitiale 
to It. 

Of course my lawyer friends say 
what a fine ca:;e you have against the 
city but I fail to ace what is to iie 
gained by litigation. The treasury is 
the common ])urse. Rather, 1 think, we 
should emiuire of the engineering de- 
liartiuent why this muddle and du|ili- 
(-atlon of muddles, ;iiul of the foremen 
on the streets by what right they liold 
their jobs and allow tho men under 
Ihcni to do such things as I have enu- 
merated. 

I would not now register this pro- 
test except that I tlilnlc it may hel|j Vu 
a change in our metiiods. Everywliere 
we see the gutters filled and the roads 
converted Into canals. No money for 
road maintentincc because each gtmg 
is undoing the -«'orlt'of the next niid 
all are working without competent hu- 
pervislon. 

Our fire department from a state of 
disorganization has. by one able man 
who knows what ho wants and gets it 
(and also knows who he wants), been 
converted In a aliort'few months into a 
business concern that has put money 
into our pockets and the fear of fire 
out of our hearts. We must not &tick 
at the fire department If we want to 
watch Victoria growi

VEXED CASES SOON 



Dominion Department of Jus- 
tice Communicates Witli 
Provincial Government 

Word has Just been roceivedi by 
Attorney-General Bowser, from ' the 
deputy minister of Justice, that the 
minister, Hon. Mr. Aylesworth, has re- 
turned from England, and that an en- 
deavor will be made to take up at the 
earliest possible date the consideration 
of the stated cases in whicli the rights 
and position of British Columbia in re 
sped to tho Dominion title In Indian 
lands and British Columbia's Jurisdic 
tion In fisheries matters are the issues 
for aiibmission to tho Authoritative rul- 
ing of the Supreme Court of Canada. 

At present the minister of Justice 
and his department are naturally en- 
gaged lo a large extent with sessional 
w-orl;, while the same will shortly ap- 
ply U> the ijrovinci.-il legal department. 
Hon, Mr. Ayoaworth promises, liow- 
over, to set a time as soon as possible 
<vhen Deputy Attorney-General -Mac- 
lean may go to Ottawa and co-operate 
with the federal department in the 
preparation the cases for reference, 
w-hi(di will ijrobably (-ome before the 
court in Jlay next. 

\\'illi respeet to the Indian tillen 
and till? ]iosition of the Dominion au- 
Uiorllics in regiird to so-called Indian 
lands, a direct reference lo the Sn- 
preme Court of C'antida was some lime 
ago agreed tiiion. The point at issue 
Is briefly tlie basis upon which ihe 
lands in iinestion were first given lo 
Ihe Indians, or rather to the Dominion 
in its caiiticity as guardian of the red 
man's iiroperlies and interests. if a 
determination favoralde to Ihe prnviii- 
cial contention is obtained, negotia- 
tions will be undertaken w-ilh a view- 
to securing- the handing liack b.v the 
Dominion of areas proportionate to the 
decrease in the iminber of Indians for 
whose maintenance the lands were orig- 
inally set apart. 

The second case laled is with respect 
lo fisheries iiilerosls: Who ow-ns the 
fish in British (.:ohimhl;i -.' Briefly- il is 
desired to liave cletirly reeo.gni/'.ed the 
decision in this respect tilready gheii 
by the Privy Council, lo the effect iliat 
all flHli In tidal waters and witters de 
facto navigable, Ijolong to tho province. 

'I'here Is a further and most impor- 
tant question of all, which has never 
been raised, and which is of far-reach- 
ing Importance to British Columbia. 
Under tho terms of union applying to 
British Columbia but to no other of 
tho Canadian provinces, it is sugges- 
tively provided that the care and de- 
velopment ot the fisheries interest (an 
asset of the province) must be as- 
sumed as a Dominion obligation. .\t 
all events this is the Interpretation 
placed by Attorney-General Bowser 
upon sub-section "e" of Section U of 
the terms of union, which reads: 

"The protection and encouragement 
of fisheries." 

This Is not ill the British Xorth 
America .-Vet but appears in disllnei 
terms In the British (Jolumbiti terms 
of union, from w-hlch it Is cnnleiidotl 
thai the Dominion should as an obliga- 
tion mainlaln all hatcheries, patrol 
bo;ita, et(.'., wilhoul tiny portion of the 
incidental expense being specially 
chargeable against British Columbia. 

if the court holds with this Interpre- 
tation 11 will of course be the duty of 
Ihe provlneia! attorney-general to press 
for a refund of license innne.vs, etc., 
taken by the Dominion since Confed- 
eration. 

Indeed, Sir Wilfrid Laurlcr lias In- 
timated that If the courts enlorlaln 
this view^. tlie Ijnn-ilnion will not bo 
illapused lo opjioso a Icgltimalo claim 
for refund so baaed and supported.
